REPORT, 


The  Committee,  in  presenting  their  Report  and  State- 
ment of  Accounts  for  the  past  year,  are  happy  to  inform 
the  subscribers  and  other  friends  of  the  Institution  that 
there  is  nothing  of  any  unusual  importance  to  lay  before 
them,  which,  in  a work  not  unattended  with  anxiety,  is 
no  small  matter  for  thankfulness. 

The  House  Committee  have  devoted  much  time  to 
the  Asylum,  by  which  the  General  Committee  at  their 
monthly  meetings  have  been  kept  in  touch  with  the 
various  departments  which  are  in  a state  of  general 
efficiency. 

Pupils  were  admitted  to  the  Asylum  during  the  year 
from  the  following  Counties,  which  shows  that  its  benefits 
are  not  confined  or  restricted  by  any  local  considerations, 
while  preference  would  be  naturally  given  to  local  eases 
if  the  Institution  was  full  :■ — Dorset,  Glamorgan, 
Gloucester,  Hereford,  Oxford,  Somerset,  Stafford,  and 
Worcester.

While  this  is  beyond  the  average  number  in  the 
Asylum  for  several  years,  the  limit  of  accommodation  has 
not  yet  been  reached,  especially  at  the  male  side,  and  the 
Committee  will  be  ready  to  entertain  any  applications 
for  admission  of  eligible  candidates. 

To  provide  for  the  better  education  of  the  elder 
pupils  a certificated  male  teacher  has  been  appointed  to 
talce  charge  of  the  night  school,  an  arrangement  which 
enables  the  governesses  to  give  more  time  to  the  adult 
female  classes. 

H.M.  Inspector  of  Schools  for  this  neighbourhood 
(C.  H.  B.  Blliott,  Bsq.)  kindly  consented  to  examine  the 
pupils,  andin  his  Report  finds  much  to  commend,  while  he 
offers  some  practical  suggestions  for  general  improvement, 
which  it  is  hoped  will  lead  to  better  and  more  definite 
results. 

The  question  of  music  has  engaged  the  anxious 
consideration  of  your  Committee,  they  have  found  thatns 
a means  of  livelihood  for  the  blind  it  has  failed  in  the 
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vast  majority  of  cases,  and  that,  although  probably  half 
the  total  number  of  blind  could  be  taught  some  branch 
of  music  -fairly  well,  the  competition  with  sighted 
musicians  is  so  great  that  only  exceptionally  talented 
and  well-trained  pupils  have  any  prospect  of  success. 
dVhen  instances  of  this  occur  it  is  hotter  they  should  be 
sent  to  an  institution  where  teaching  of  a very  high  order 
can  be  given.  Tor  these  reasons  it  has  been  decided 
to  regulate  the  study  of  it  in  future  more  in  accordance- 
with  well-ascertained  results ; and  as  a source  of  solace 
and  enjoyment  to  continue  it  as  hitherto  a part  of  the 
curriculum  of  the  school. 

Mr.  Samuel  Rootliam’s  Annual  Report  on  the  Musical 
Department  is  generally  satisfactory. 

The  physical  training  of  the  pupils  has  been  carefully 
attended  to  under  Sergeant-Major  It.  Blaclde,  drill 
instructor,  who  contrives  to  make  it  a source  of  recreation 
as  well  as  a healthy  exercise. 

Since  the  last  Annual  Meeting  the  Royal  Com- 
missioners who  have  been  investigating  the  condition  of 
the  Blind  in  this  country  and  abroad,  have  issued  their 
Report,  and  the  absence  of  any  recommendation  specially 
applicable  to  this  Asylum  is  gratifying  as  evidencing 
their  approval  of  its  work. 

Me  regret  to  record  the  loss  by  death  of  several  old 
and  r allied  subscribers,  whose  places,  it  is  hoped,  will  be 
taken  by  others  kindly  disposed  towards  the  blind.  The 
addition  of  three  new  Life  Members  is  gratefully 
acknowledgcd. 
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Subscribers  and  intending  subscribers  are  invited  to 
•visit  the  A sylum  to  see  the  Pupils  in  the  School  and  at 
work.  They  will  be  gladly  shown  over  the  Institution 
■on  any  of  the  visiting  days  mentioned  in  the  printed 
lleport. 

Ihe  trade  returns,  as  well  as  the  receipts  from  other 
■sources,  show  a falling  off,  while  the  necessary  expenditure 
has  been  somewhat  heavier. 

Much  important  work  has  been  carried  out  without 
having  to  overdraw  the  bank  account,  or  to  touch  the 
invested  capital.  To  prevent  such  a contingency,  how- 
ever, attention  must  be  drawn  to  the  necessity  for 
increased  donations  and  subscriptions,  as  every  year 
brings  unforeseen  demands  upon  the  resources. 

The  Committee  cannot  close  this  Report  without 
•making  an  earnest  appeal  to  householders  to  help  to 
provide  employment  for  the  blind,  by  dealing  at  the 
Asylum  and  ordering  baskets,  mats,  &c.,  and  by  sending 
chairs  for  repairs,  they  will  thus  assist  the  blind  in  the 
best  possible  manner  by  enabling  them  to  help  them- 
selves. 

The  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  due  to  the 
Hon.  Physician,  the  Hon.  Surgeon,  and  Hon.  Surgeon 
Dentists  for  their  services  during  the  past  year;  also  to 
the  several  ladies  and  gentlemen  whose  names  appear 
in  our  general  list  of  acknowledgements  for  various 
gifts  and  services  rendered  to  the  Institution.

I am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  satisfactorily  on  the 
behaviour  and  conduct  of  the  pupils  of  the  Blind 
Asylum  during  the  past  year,  so  far  as  they  have  come 
under  my  observation. 

Of  moral  and  spiritual  improvement  it  is  always 
more  difficult  to  speak  than  of  outward  deportment 
but  in  dealing  with  the  pupils  individually,  as  I have 
had  opportunity,  I have  grounds  for  thankfulness  and 
satisfaction. 

Those  of  them  who  have  made  a decided  Christian 
profession,  maintain,  I believe,  a steady  consistency  of 
walk,  proving  it  to  he  genuine  and  thorough.

disorder  prejudicial  to  the  Pupils  of  the  Asylum,  such  person 
will  be  immediately  returned  to  his  parish  or  friends. 

3.  — Persons  applying  for  admission  are  desired  to  observe 
that  the  object  of  the  Institution  is  not  to  provide  for  the 
permanent  support  of  those  taken  under  its  protection,  but  to 
teach  them  the  meaus  of  gaining  a livelihood  for  themselves. 

4.  — Candidates  for  admission  must  in  all  cases  be  recom- 
mended by  a Life  Member  or  Annual  Subscriber  of  twelve 
months’  standing. 

5.  — That  previous  to  the  admission  of  any  candidate  the 
friends  or  parishes  shall  pay  the  first  half-year’s  board 
money  in  advance,  and  engage  some  respectable  inhabitant 
in  Bristol  to  become  responsible  to  the  Committee  for  such 
half-yearly  payment,  always  in  advance , and  on  failure 
thereof  such  blind  persons  will  be  sent  home  to  their  friends 
or  parishes. 

0. — Should  a Pupil  be  dismissed  for  misconduct  or  leave 
the  Institution  from  caprice  or  otherwise,  without  .the 
approval  of  the  Committee,  before  the  expiration  of  the  six 
months,  no  portion  of  the  money  so  advanced  shall  be 
returned. 

7.  — That  each  Person  recommended  by  a.  Life  Member  or 
Subscriber  o>~  twelve,  mouths'  standing , living  in.  the  parish,  or 
tine  adjoining  that  of  the  person  recommended,  ( provided  the 
other  requisites  are  satisfactory)  be  received  in  preference  to  any 
other  candidate.

The  Parents  of  the  greater  number  of  the  Blind  are  unable 
to  bear  the  expense  of  educating  their  children  in  Institutions. 
It  has,  therefore,  been  deemed  advisable  here  to  insert  some 
of  the  laws  that  now  exist  in  favour  of  the  Blind,  to  show  how- 
far  they  can  be  assisted  in  their  education  by  the  Guardians 
of  the  Poor. 


LEGISLATION  IN  THE  INTEREST  OF  THE 
BLIND  AND  OF  DEAF  MUTES. 


Guardians  may  Maintain  and  Educate  in  Certified  Schools. 

25  and  20  Vic.  (1862),  cap.  45,  sec.  1.  The  Guardians  of- 
any  Parish  or  Union  may  send  auy  poor  child  to  any  school 
certified  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  supported  wholly  or 
partially  by  voluntary  subscriptions,  the  managers  of  which 
shall  be  willing  to  receive  such  child,  and  may  pay  out  of  the 
funds  in  their  possession  the  expenses  incurred  in  the  main- 
tenance, clothing,  and  education  of  such  child  therein,  during 
the  time  such  child  shall  remain  at  such  school  (not  exceeding 
the  total  sum  which  would  have  been  charged  for  the  main- 
tenance of  such  child  if  relieved  in  the  Workhouse  during' 
the  same  neriod),  aud  in  the  conveyance  of  such  child  to 
and  from  the  same,  and  n the  case  of  death,  the  expenses  of 
his  or  her  funeral. 

Sec.  0.  No  child  shall  be  sent  under  this  Act  to  any 
school  which  is  conducted  oa  the  prnciples  of  a religious 
denomination  to  which  such  child  does  not  belong. 

Sec.  10.  . . . . The  word  1 ‘ School”  shall  extend  ta 

any  Institution  established  for  the  instruction  of  blind,  deaf, 
dumb,  lame,  deformed,  or  idiotic  persons,  but  shall  not  apply 
to  any  certified  Reformatory  School, 
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■Guardians  may  send  Deaf  Mwtet  or  Blind  to  Uncertified 
School#. 

31  and  32  Vic.  (1S6S),  cap.  12*2,  sec.  42.  The  Guardians  of 
any  Union  or  Parish  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Poor  Law- 
Board,  send  any  poor  deaf  and  dumb  or  blind  child  to  any 
school  fitted  for  the  reception  of  such  child,  though  such 
school  shall  not  have  been  certified  under  the  provisions  of  the 
.Act  of  the  25th  and  26th  years  of  Victoria,  chapter  43. 


Guardians  may  subscribe  toivards  support  oj  Institution s, 
-4  ssociat io  ns,  ct’C. 

42  and  43  Vic.  (1S79),  cap.  54,  sec.  10.  Whereas  by  Section 
4 of  the  Poor  Law  Amendment  Act,  1851,  Guardians  are 
authorised,  with  such  consent  as  is  therein  mentioned,  to 
subscribe  towards  the  support  and  maintenance  of  any  public 
Hospital  or  Infirmary  as  therein  mentioned  ; and  it  is  ex- 
pedient to  extend  the  said  sectiou.  Be  it  therefore  enacted  as 
follows : — 

The  provisions  of  the  said  section  shall  extend  to  authorise 
the  Guardians,  with  such  consent  as  is  therein  mentioned,  to 
subscribe  towards  any  Asylum  or  Institution  for  blind  persons, 
or  for  deaf  and  dumb  persons,  or  for  persons  suffering  from 
any  permanent  or  natural  infirmity,  or  towards  any  Associa- 
tion or  Society  for  aiding  such  persons,  or  for  providing  nurses, 
or  for  aiding  boys  and  girls  in  service,  or  towards  any  other 
Asylum  or  Institution  which  appears  to  the  Guardians,  with 
such  consent  as  aforesaid,  to  be  calculated  to  render  useful  aid 
in  the  administration  of  the  relief  of  the  poor. 

Provided  always  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
authorise  any  subscription  to  any  Asylum  or  Institution  unless 
the  Local  Government  Board  be  satisfied  that  the  paupers 
under  the  Guardians  have,  or  could  have,  assistance  therein 
in  case  of  necessity.
